This secretary would be in charge of 
a department of transportation, V illi 
powers to enforce unified operation of 
railways, according: to the plan out­ 
lined by T. Dewitt Cuyler, spokesman, 
for railroad interests, before the sen­ 
ate Interstate Commerce Committee. 
Private ownership, management and 
rm operation of the railroads should con­ 
iin e , Cuyler said, but "federal incor-j 
poration should be compulsory. 
Functions of the secretary of trans­ 
portation as recommended. would in­ 
clude: 
Recommendations as to rates. 
Determination or policies 
for 
im­ 
proved transportation facilities. 
*" 
Powers to re route traffic over vari­ 
ous lines to relieve congestion. 
Unification of terminals. 
Control in war of all railroads asj 
one national unit. 
Control over all extensions-and new ! 
construction of lines and terminal fa­ 
cilities. 
Executive and administrative powers ' 
of the Interstate Commerce ^Commis I 
Bion would be given over to the trans- j 
portation secretary. 
The commission 
would continue to net as a quasi judi- { 
elal body and would be in charge of j 
accounting. 
Federal jurisdiction must be com-1 
plete over both state and interstate 
rates, Cuyler stated. Rut he proposed 
a group of regional commissions, con­ 
sisting of one member for each state 
in the various regions, these commis­ 
sions to have primary jurisdiction and 
act as representatives of the Interstat * 
Commerce Commission in hearing all 
complaints. 
The road executives presented this 
plan as a preferable solution of the 
railroad problem to the five-year test 
period proposed by McAdoo and the 
various other suggestions for gov'j»n- 
jBigent operation, leasing of government 
"■Awned railroads and for enlarged con­ 
t r o l by the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission. 
Executives are strong in the belief 
that state regulation must go and that 
the railroad problem is a strictly fed­ 
eral one. 
The regional system would j 
merely distribute the work of the In-J 
teratate Commerce Commission 
t-nd, 
would not scatter ady of the power | 
exercised by federal agencies, it was 
pointed out. 
“Power of regulation of the instru- j 
mentalities of interstate commerce, in- j 
eluding all rates, state and Interstate, 
should be exclusively in the hand® of* 
th* national government," the state-1 
ment submitted by Cuyler outlining 
the railroad interests’ plana declared. 
“A system of fedora! incorporation 
should be adopted for all railroads en­ 
gaged in interstate afid. foreigu com­ 
merce,” Cuyler stated. “Such systems 
should be compulsory and not elective. 
It should provide a means of consoli­ 
dation and merger for corporations en* 
gaged in interstate or foreign com­ 
merce, with the necessary power of 
condemnation provided the secretary 
of transportation finds that such con­ 
solidation or merger is not contrary 
* 
to the public interests and can prove 
the same.”

If Ireland had a republic, what 
would she do with it? 
A republic la based on self-control. 
It implies mutual agreement of sec­ 
tions and parties, for the sake ol a 
working arrangement in public affairs. 
It requires a willingness of minorities 
to acquiesce in the decision of major­ 
ities, and a willingness of majorities 
to deal justly with minorities. 
First 
of all. it calls for agreement, for com­ 
promise. 
Early last summer a natonal conven­ 
tion met in Dublin to frame a system 
of government for the island. 
It had 
a virtual charter from the British gov­ 
ernment to establish any workable sys­ 
tem of home rule that the Irish fac­ 
tions could agree on, short of absolute 
independence. 
It seemed the most 
promising outlook that Ireland had 
seam in centuries. 
That convention 
labored and argued for months—and 
accomplished nothing. 
Ireland could 
not a g ree with herself ai>out her own 
government.
